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A LAUDABLE LOOK FOR PEACE 

There was, in a lettei we received from a friend dur- 
ing the past week, some timely comment on the nation's 
future welfare, as related to this country's international 
status. 

Considering recent development of our national pro- 
gram of designing and producing weapons of defense as 
compared with Russia, our correspondent was aware of 
the average American's state of confusion. He felt that 
the NATO summit conference had "produced more ques- 
tions than answers." 

Seeming to appreciate the state of bewilderment in 
which the most of us find ourselves, our friend was seeking 
answers, in his own mind, to the questions that are proving 
so vexing to so many of us. He suggested, for one thing, 
a need for recharging the batteries of the spirit and pointed 
to the opportunities afforded in the proper observance of 
Christmas, this we regard as a most timely suggestion. It 
points up the potentials and the lasting blessings of Christ- 
mas and the Christian influence. 

Contrasted with the Godless Communists, to the extent 
that we accept Christmas and conform to its meaning, we 
have a faith and a hope that assures peace, in the heart at 
least, that endures. Instead of faith, the Communist is 
driven by fear, whether it be in protecting his own interests 
or in destroying his enemy. And, as our correspondent 
correctly observes, "Fear is an awesome force." But faith 
is a lifting, leading power that can bring free men to heights 
above anything to be realized through terror and brutality. 

The best New Year resolution that we Americans can 
make is a determination to hold to and exercise that faith 
which is our greatest asset. Through it we can realize 
peace, while helping the world— including the Russians- 
discover peace in its manifestations among men of good will.

A vacation trip into some of the 
most scenic and most historical 
parts of America brought to my 
mind the part tradition still plays 
our lives. We educated ones 
pretend that we live somewhat 
above marc oral learning, but I 
we are kidding ourselves. 
The history I learned first came 
from human mouths, not from 

Recently I camped at Colum- 
bus-Belmont Battlefield State 
Park, on the Mississippi River in 
Hickman County. All around' us 
were the earthworks thrown up 
by the Southerners in the early 
days of the Civil War. Near by 
was the huge anchor, with some 
of its large chain attached, which 
once rested on pontoons anchored 
in the mighty river and forming 
a barrier to the stoutest boats. 

In the many, many years since 
I could first listen to oral history 
I have read and reread about the 
campaign to open the rivers of 
the Confederacy: the Cumber- 
land, the Tennessee, the Missis- 
sippi. But it was the echo of tra- 
dition that welled up in me as I 
watched the sun go down over the 
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other. 



War song that grew out of the 
occupation of that fort by the 
"Lincum gunboats." 

I got that song, not from a col- 
lection but from my mother's lips. 
She, a small teen-age girl, heard, 
over the miles, the roar of the 
big guns that finally brought 
about the fall of Columbus; she 
heard, by word of mouth, the 
song that grew up there. It was 
many years on into my grown- 
up life before I heard that song 
again and learned its history. Col- 
umbus Battlefield was at hand 
as I camped, a battlefield com- 
posed of many layers of history 
and tradition, but the tradition 
came first. 

As I lay and looked at the stars 
over the once-famous fort, I 
could not help thinking of the 
many phases of our lives that 



have come to us by tradition, just 
as that battle first lived in my 
life. There was the old family al- 
bum, for instance. A stiff tintype 
looked out at me. "That was 
Uncle George,' someone said, and 
then went into an account of 
what the uncle was and did. His 
career came and ended long before 
I arrived at Fidelity; I could 
know of this chiefly by tradition, 
for Uncle George was not impor- 
tant enough to warrant any ac- 
count of him by a writer; he did 

couldn't write at alL m 

But he was a stalwart pioneer, 
able to take his place on the long 
trek from North Carolina; he 
helped to clear the very acres that 
were still being occupied by his 
descendants; his modest little 
grave-marker v/as already be- 
coming gray with stains and lich- 
ens. And every family had similar 
Uncle Georges, not great in the 
history of the world, but basic to 
the simple little civilization that 
were transplanted to a new wil- 
derness and kept alive by loving 
hands like some precious plant 
from grandmother's garden. 

There is history, and again 
there is history. The army dis- 
patches from the great battle or 
the important capture of a fort 
are still available; it is not too 
difficult to find the facts about 
our big battles. But the feel of 
the time, the record of the battle 
in human hearts, in human ears, 
in aching longing for the end of 
the war — it would take a his- 
torian of many parts to make us 
feel these. Maybe the wars we 
have had later have been so well 
documented that we cannot get 
the feel of things that our Civil 
War boys brought home; printed 
matter and documents galore au- 
thenticate events of World Wars 
I and II. But "The Year of Jubilo" 
and "Have You heard the Latest 
News?" another gong about Col- 
umbus and it great fort, got to 
me and to my generation by word 
of mouth and not from any pages 
of a book. And no one can docu- 
ment heartaches and fears and 
wild longings for peace.

The question is, 
Under what con- 
ditions has a 
group of people, 
large or small, 
the right to call 
Itself a Christian 
church, or a part Dr. Foreman 
of the Christian Church? If we go 
back to New Testament times, 
when there was only one church 
(though many congregaUons of 
course), and that one church was 
without doubt the true church, we 
can get a clue toward answering 
our question. 



Jesus often spoke of the Church, 
although he seldom used the word, 
lie spoke of his friends, Lis disci- 
ples, believers. He chose men to be 
with him and to send out In his 
name to do his work. It is such 
people who make the Church 
everywhere; persons who have 
made contact with Christ, who be- 
lieve in Him, who follow Him, who 
learn from Him, who in His name 
set out to do His work. Once and 
only once He used the expression 
"my Church" according to the 
records we have. Simon Peter had 
just said, "Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God." Jesus told 
him in reply, "On this rock I will 
build my Church." Theologians 
have argued a long time about 
what Jesus meant by "this rock." 
Some think He meant Peter him- 
self, but the New Testament 
church did not think so; nowhere 
in it is Simon Peter called the 
foundation of the Church. A more 
likely explanation is that Jesus 
meant he would build his Church 
on the foundation of the faith 
which Peter had just expressed, 
and on men and women who have 
this faith. Wherever there is a 
fellowship of persons bound to- 
gether by loyalty to Christ as Son 
of the living God, there is the true 
Church. 

Christ the Cornerstone 

In St. Paul's earlier letters he 
writes about "churches" but in his 
later days he wrote of "the 
Church," which is truly one, in 
spite of its many apparent differ- 
ences Indeed it is not only inter- 
esting but important that the more 
churches there were, the more 
Paul emphasizes "The Church, not 
u:ie iimong others, but as including 
all believers. He uses various fig- 
ures of speech to describe' the all- 
tmportant fact that Christ is 
central in the true Church. One is 
this picture of a temple built of 
stone. The foundation is the apos- 
tles (note that he makes no spe- 
cial mention of Peter) and the 
prophets. The foundations of the 
Church go down into the Old Testa- 
ment; apostles and prophets are 
dillcreivt sections of the same foun- 
dation. But Christ is the corner- 
stone. In Paul's time a cornerstone 

great solid stone that carried the 
weight of the building, and indeed 
set the lines of the walls. Prophets 
and apostles are the foundation so 
far as, and because, they are lined 
up with Christ. The true Church is 
one that carries on the spirit and 
the work of apostles and prophets 
down through the ages. 
Christ the Head 

Bible figure of speech 
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the head; that is, He directs the 
Church, He is the final and highest 
authority in the Church. Of course 
head and body need each other; 
but the head controls the body, 
not the other way around. Christ 
is Number One in the true Church. 
No book, no creed, no organiza- 
tion, no bishop, no pope, can be 
the head of the Church in the 
unique and special and all-impor- 
tant way in which Christ is head 
of the Church. How can we tell 
whether Christ is the head of the 
Church.' It is not just by what the 
Church says about Him. Jesus 
himself said: "Why do you call me 
Lord, Lord, and do not the tilings 
which- 1 say?" Correct theology 
does not by itself make a true 
Church. Does the Church do the 
things Jesus says? Do its mem- 
bers take His teachings seriously 
and try to live by them? Does the 
Church hold up Jesus as a living 
example for Christian lives? Is the 
teaching at the Church in line with 
His? If not, calling Him "head" 
means very little.

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MILK EEPLACER GHOWS 
STEADY CALVES 

Many dairymen who formerly 
raised their calves on milk are 
now increasing their fluid milk 
profits by feeding calves a manu- 
factured milk replacer. 

Fluid milk released in this way 
can amount to major quanitics. 
By feeding baby calves on milk 
replaced, up to about 200 gallons 
of fluid milk can be saved for 
each calf raised, the exact saving 
being dependent upon the indi- 
vidual dairyman's former pro- 
gram of milk feeding. The dairy- 
man will usually find it is an 
economic advantage to feed a 
good milk replace to his calves 
as long as fluid milk prices re- 
main above approximately $2.45 
per hundred weight. 

Many dairymen have also dis- 
covered that a good, proven miik 
replacer grow calves better than 
will a diet of milk. The replacer 
contains all known ingredients of 
milk, and is additionally fortified 
with antibiotics, vitamin-; ;iiid 
minerals. On the general average, 



it costs about half the value of 
the milk it replaces. 

Under the milk replacer feed- 
ing program, the calf gets colo- 
strum milk for the first three 
dayj, then all milk feeding is 
stopped. For the next three weeks, 
one pound of milk replacer is fed 
each day, mixed in a gallon of 
water heated to 100 degrees F. 
Half the mixture is fed night and 
Beginning with the 
■k, the daily amount 
fed may be reduced to one-half 
gallon to the larger breeds, and 
1> 2 quarts to smaller calves. 

Block salt and water should be 
kept before the calves on this 
program at all times. It is advis- 
able to start feeding, leafy hay 
at two months.

The general food outlook for 
1958 goes like this — Consumers 
can expect to pay at least as high, 
or perhaps slightly higher, prices 
for food in the new year than 
during the past year. Approxi- 
mately one-fourth of disposable 
income was spent for food in 1957 
and the percentage will remain 
about the same for 1958. 

These assumptions are based on 
the fact that there will be a con- 
tinued strong demand for food 
products, as well as a high level 
of income and employment. There 
may be slightly less total food 
supplies available for 1958 but 
they will be adequate to main- 
tain consumption at high stand- 
ards. The trend toward marketing 
services will continue, that is, the 
consumer will continue to de- 
mand and get n 

Now for the specific food out- 
look- 
Meat — there will be a decline 
from the total meat supply from 
the record levels reached in 1956 
and 1957. There will probably be 
more pork available but some- 
what less beef, and both beef and

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broilers and turkey will be 
in 1958 and both will be 
lower in price, is the prediction 
for the coming year. Eggs are not 
expected to be as plentiful as for 
this year and, as a result, they 
may cost more until late in the 
year. 

Dairy Products - These sup- 
plies will be adequate with no 
prce decline seen. 

Fruits and Vegetables — Pro- 
cessed fruit and vegetable supply 
may be smaller than last year. 
Both white and sweet potatoes 
may be either higher or will 
show no change in price over 
this year. Apples and pears will 
probably hold in good supply 
and prices will be lower, while 
citrus fruit will be about the 
same price trend. 

Consumption of food through 
1958 will remain close to this 
year's rate. Consumers will pay 
slightly higher prices for many 
products reflecting in increased 
costs of marketing along with 
decreased supplies. 

Products reflecting higher 
prices for 1958 will be pecans, 
dry peas, fats and oils, peanuts, 
all meat, pork, fresh vegetables, 
processed vegetables, potatoes, 
rice, grapes, cereals and eggs.
